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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER' S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 
a) Claims 46-49 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 39-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the prior art 
of record teaches systems and methods for remotely placing orders, which include portable 
terminals, a central processor, delivery vehicles, identifiable customer bags, etc., the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or fairly suggests a reusable tote electronically matchable to a customer 
identification code containment of items included in the order, a vehicle cradle for mounting on a 
motorized delivery vehicle for delivering goods to the customers destination location, said 
vehicle cradle including a housing for removably receiving said portable terminal, a power 
management system for delivering power to said portable terminal and a communication port for 
communicating data from said vehicle cradle to said portable terminal, etc. These limitations in 
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conjunction with other limitations of the dependent and independent claims would not have been 
obvious over, nor would have been fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
